Running a Risk 

The press is going through some extremely difficult 
times, being the target of a group of influential poli¬ 
ticians and also criticized by the silent majority. 

That it should be the target of politicians is nothing 
to get excited about, for journalism and politics have 
never got along well together. 

But it is more difficult to understand the reaction of 
the silent majority, because that majority runs the risk 
of being voiceless and paralysed in its action if it accepts 
the idea that the press should be harassed and enslaved 
by political power. 

We have the proof in the examples set by the dic¬ 
tatorships of our 20th century. The cornerstone of totali¬ 
tarian regimes - Nazi, Fascist or Communist - has been 
and sti 11 is the absolute control of all sources of infor¬ 
mation, especially newspapers. 

Through control of the press, entire nations have 
been deceived and led around at will. 

The misfortunes of our era, the fears and insecurity, 
can be attributed in large measure to the fact that peo¬ 
ples, in critical times, have been kept in ignorance of 
events by their own leaders. 


Mistimed Debate 

The prolonged debate over Ottawa's use of the War 
Measures Act and whether such a drastic curtailing of 
civil liberties was warranted will increasingly strike Can¬ 
adians as misplaced and mistimed. This dissectionyof 
government action suggests the crisis is over-whichlt* 
most certainly is not. 

Much more to the immediate point: 

Where are the killers of Pierre Laporte? Have those 
who press the prime minister to tell all he knows about 
the threat of anarchy completely forgotten the abduc¬ 
tions and demands that began the whole shoddy se¬ 
quence of painful events? 

Why have massed civil and military forces been un¬ 
able to track down common murders and amateur rev¬ 
olutionaries? Why don't those who demand to know what 
Ottawa knows about terrorist plans demand, instead, to 
know why our police authorities were so ill-prepared for 
the job that has faced them? 

There has been an infringement of rights, but only 
on a temporary basis to deal with a specific crisis. The 
infringement came about because governments in Mont¬ 
real, Quebec and Ottawa were faced with an unfolding 
tragedy-and took the initiative. Now they are being ask¬ 
ed to prove that their action prevented an escalation of 
violence, an impossible proposition. 

When the terrorist cells are broken and, now that 
James Cross is returned to safety, then post mortems are 
in order. Let's hope the debaters then will keep in mind- 
better than many of the present critics—the chronologv 
and the atmosphere of events that make prompt meas¬ 
ures so necessary. 


Identity Problems 

If Quebec's harassed Justice Minister Jerome Cho- 
quette does introduce compulsory identity cards com¬ 
plete with photograph and fingerprints, it would create 
great problems with visitors. And how, for that matter, 
would the minister cope with daily or weekend commut¬ 
ers from across Quebec's borders? 

Such a move in the name of anti-terrorism would un¬ 
doubtedly create strong resistances within Quebec be¬ 
cause, to many, it would represent police-state methods. 
Above all, such expedients would prove futile without 
better police work. 

The nub of the issue is plainly not a question of ident¬ 
ity cards. Southam News Services.put the matter in cap¬ 
sule: "The Justice Minister will 'jarobablv find the an¬ 
swer to crime and terrorism in Quebec is not in identity 
cards which smack of the police state. Rather it is that 
something must be done about the state of the police."

.master plans for development and use of national parks. The plans 
outline the Government’s proposals for intensity of park use, inter¬ 
pretation of natural history, protection of park environment and 
development of visitor facilities.
